1 . DESPITE DOUBTS RE LONGEVITY OF DEMIREL GOVERNMENT, WE 
THINK IT IMPORTANT TO CONTINUE TO DISCUSS OPENLY AND 
FRANKLY WITH MFA OFFICIALS WHAT THEY ARE DOING AND ARE 
PLANNING AS WELL AS WHAT WE HAVE DONE TO FOLLOW-UP ON 
BRUSSELS TALKS. NIMETZ' MEETING WITH ESENBEL DECEMBER 21 
(REPORTED SEPTEL) IS PART OF THAT PROCESS. WE HOPE EMBASSY 
WILL ALSO SEEK TO ELICIT FROM MFA OFFICIALS FURTHER REFINE- 
MENTS OR ELABORATION OF TURKISH THINKING ON CYPRUS CONSTITU- 
TION AS WELL AS ANYTHING THEY CAN PROVIDE ON SCHEDULE FOR 
MORE TROOP WITHDRAWALS, PLANS FOR REOPENING HOTELS IN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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VAROSHA, ETC. IT IS IMPORTANT THAT TURKS SEE THAT WE ARE 
FOLLOWING UP ON PREVIOUS DISCUSSIONS, BUT WE ALSO NEED TO 
HAVE AS MUCH AS POSSIBLE AS SOON AS POSSIBLE TO DEMONSTRATE 
IN A CONCRETE FASHION THE TURKS COMMITMENT TO MOVE FORWARD 
CONSTRUCTIVELY WITH CYPRUS. 

2. AS YOU KNOW. VEST HAD MENTIONED IN BRUSSELS TO TULUMEN 
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POSSIBILITY THAT HE COULD VISIT ANKARA AT END OF MONTH 
TO CONTINUE US-TURKISH DISCUSSIONS REGARDING CYPRUS AND 
BILATERAL DEFENSE MATTERS CONDUCTED IN BRUSSELS EARLIER 

THIS MONTH. NOW, HOWEVER, UNCERTANTIES REGARDING TURKISH 
POLITICAL SITUATION AS WELL AS FACT THAT VEST COULD GO NO 
FURTHER THAN SECRETARY DID WITH CAGLAYANGIL IN DESCRIBING 
ADMINISTRATION'S CONGRESSIONAL PLANS REGARDING DCA WOULD 
MAKE SUCH VISIT UNPRODUCTIVE. THUS, VEST HAS DROPPED IDEA 
OF STOPPING IN ANKARA, UNLESS YOU FEEL STRONGLY HE SHOULD 
PROCEED. (VEST PLANS TO LEAVE WARSAW DECEMBER 31, AND 
MUST BE IN PARIS ON JANUARY 3. THUS, ANY DISCUSSIONS 
IN ANKARA WOULD NECESSARILY HAVE TO TAKE PLACE ON JAN 1
